REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could either not be found or was not suggested in the prior art. The 
subject matter not found was the method or system for emulating a surface EKG using an 
implantable cardiac stimulation device by using only the single cardiac signal with the adjusted 
relative amplitudes in combination with the other steps or elements in the claim(s). 

The closest prior art of Kroll and Hedberg do not use only a single cardiac signal but use 
multiple cardiac signals. In addition, although the use of "comprising" makes the claim(s) an 
open ended claim(s) and does not preclude the use of additional signals, the claim is clear as to 
only using a single cardiac signal in the method/structure, the applicant's arguments affirm that 
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position, and the specification shows an embodiment using only a single cardiac signal. 
Therefore the 1 12 first paragraph rejection regarding the use of "using only the single cardiac 
signal" has been withdrawn.
